Taxpayer, a corregpoiulent to the Norwalk 
(Conn.) Gnzctto thus sets forth Hie value of 
Rood roads, commercially, financially, and for 
pleasure. 
Tho concise manner in which lie 
states I be whole question of good roads, to­ 
gether with the remedy he suggests, are so 
akin to our ideas on the subject, often ex­ 
pressed, that we give tho subject matter in 
full. 


“Few realize (be full import and extent of 
tills expression-good roads—the benefits de­ 
rived and pleasures experienced In communi­ 
ties having them. 
By realization alone can 
tile full extent be known aud appreciated. 
That they arc a necessity seems to be conce­ 
ded, jct do steps are taken toward the reali­ 
zation. 
An open winter and an approaching 
spring forces upon us thoughts of almost im- 
passable roads, while King Frost Is reluctant­ 
ly yielding sway to and vanishing before the 
warmth of spring. 
Veritable quagmires stare 
us full In the face, travel impassable with any 
degree of comfort, speed or dispatch out of 
the question, jaded horses and teams, a heavy 
wear and strain on vehicles, aud a terrible 
trial of our patience, stand out in bold relief 
l l the picture of coming trials. 
Behind this, 
and immediately following, we just set* the ap­ 
proach of repairing time, when the mould 
from tile gutters is ploughed up aud scraped 
on, and we have another season of trials. And 
with the roll of the seasons comes the recur­ 
rence of this—no change, no improvement. 
It would seem that at this lime,when economy 
and retrenchment are the popular demands of 
the hoar, when every expenditure is closely 
scrutinized, that this inexorably concentrated 
wear of horse-flesh and vehicles, and extra 
expense to all transportation, this subject 
would receive its share of consideration. 
Of 
course we cannot estimate the wear of horso- 
flcah, etc., to a mathematical nicety, but that 
it is considerable there can bo no question. A 
Boston paper says truthfully that ‘the heaviest 
part of our highway tax is no doubt that 
which is levied upon tis by the destruction of 
horse-flesh, the imi»eding of public travel, the 
wear of vehicles, and lite Increased cost of 
transportation over oat jtoor rands. 
This is 
a tax which, without any assessor or collect­ 
or, is inexorably exacted from every barrel of 
flour, every bag of grain, every box of goods, 
and every person traveling our traveled roads; 
as it is levied indirectly, and more than all, as 
we have always [aid it, noltody thinks of It. 
But it is one of tho heaviest burdens resting 
on the people of Massachusetts and New Eng­ 
land, borne by those who rank among the 
most thrifty and progressive people on earth, 
aud who, nevertheless, iu this every-day mat­ 
ter, are demonstrably more than two thousand 
years behind lite world.* 
And from the game 
I source we have the gratifying intelligence that 
great attention has been paid the last live 
jeers by the country to.vns of Massachusetts 
to the condition of their roads and that Maca­ 
damized or broken stone roads are becoming 
the rule rather than the exception. 
A portion 
of Connecticut—tor instance, New Haven, 
Hartford, New London, Bridgeport, Middle­ 
town and Meriden—has awakened to the sub­ 
ject, and after much experimenting have set- 
lied down to Macadamized roads as the best 
and cheajwst. 
Mayor Lewis, of New Haven, 
in bls last annual message to the Common 
Council, says that the people of New llaveu 
have settled down to Macadamized roads as 
the best and cheapest. 
“ Those who have seen these beautiful road­ 
ways of broken stone have seen the evidence 
of confirmation of this statement of Mayor 
L -wis. 
In another part of bis message lie 
states that the cost is, by contract, $1.60 [tor 
square yard, but this, I suppose, does not in­ 
clude the cost of breaking, which is done by 
the city. 
The whole cost, however, docs not 
exceed $2 per square yard, 
This cost,though 
considerable, it w ould bo easy to demonstrate 
is much less, on a much traveled thorough­ 
fare like We-t-avcnuo, than the annual saving 
in tho cxjK-nsc of transportation, wear of 
teams and vehicles, etc. 
It is an established 
fact that a horse will draw from two to three 
times as heavy a load on a Macadamized road 
as on one of common earth; the strain would 
al.-o be much less ou both horse and vehicle. 
From this we can see the saving in freighting 
alone. 
Let any business man compute his 
gain from toeing able to double or treble bls 
loads, and then estimate tho benefits to the 
community, and he will be surprised ut the re­ 
sult. 
But the item of road repairs is scarce­ 
ly less important. 
Ireland, though ignorant, 
poor, and down trodden, Muds it economical lo 
use broken stone for its principal mail thor­ 
oughfares. 
By 
comparison 
between the 
town of Waltham, in 1865, which had then 
Macadamized only Its principal streets, and 
the adjoining town of Newtown, in tho same 
year, which had not then Macadamized any, 
it appeared that for the seven years previous 
the cost of repairs and suow clearing in 
Waltham was $66 jier mile, while in Newtown 
it was §176 per mile. 
The consequence is 
that Newtown has ever siucc been Macadam­ 
izing all its roads as a measure of economy 
ne less than publi# improvement. 
What is 
true of Newtown aud Waltham, Is equally 
true with us. 
Bat this is looking at it from a 
pecuniary stand-poiut alone. 
The pleasures 
of traveling (and all pleasures nearly we have 
lo [ay tor) is considerable of an item to be 
taken into consideration. 
Our town would 
thus be made attractive and inviting, und a 
healthy increase in our imputation and wealth 
lac the corollary.” 


T il e P a l a c e o f T lo i it c z u i u a . 


The ancient palace of Montezuma, 
iu the 
heart of the city of Mexico, where that unfor­ 
tunate manure!) was seized and made captive 
by the treachery of the Spaniards uuder Cor­ 
tez, is described as having been a [dace of 
great magnificence. 
It was full of sculptured 
arches, pillars, and beautiful fountains. 
On 
lite consummation of the Bpauisti conquest, 
it was converted into the Roman Catholic con­ 
vent of San Francisco, and became one of tbs 
most wealthy and [wwerful religious institu­ 
tions of the kind in the New World. 
Church and State have, until within the 
past few years, been always united in Mexico; 
but a few years ago, under President Juarez, 
the Congress decreed a separation, and or­ 
dered the sale of all church property. 
The American Methodists bought the pal­ 
ace last year for mission purposes, 
for tho 
sum of $10,500, and, on last Christmas day, 
having cleaned up and repaired the building, 
it was publicly dedicated to Protestant wor­ 
ship. 
Tho walls are live feet thick, and It is 
built iu the most strong and endanng man­ 
ner. 
Much of the beuutilul original sculptur­ 
ing still remains, and it could uol now be re­ 
cut, i'. is said, for less thau $100,000. 
The 
Methodists have room upon the premises for 
prinling cilices, schools, parsonages, etc., and 
expect, one of these days, to make It the cen­ 
ter of a very extensive scene of educational 
operations.

Taxpayer, a correspondent to the Norwalk 
(Conn.) Gazette thus sets forth the value of 
Rood roads, commercially, financially, and for 
pleasure. 
The coucise manner in which he 
states the whole question of good roads, to­ 
gether with the remedy lie suggests, are so 
akin to our ideas on the subject, often ex­ 
pressed, that wo give the subject matter iu 
ful!. 


“Few realize the full import and extent of 
(his expression —good roads—the benefits de­ 
rived and pleasures experienced in communi­ 
ties having them. 
By realization alone can 
the full extent be known aud appreciated. 
That they are a necessity seem3 to be conce­ 
ded, yet no steps arc taken toward the reali­ 
zation. 
An open winter and an approaching 
spring forces upon us thoughts of almost im­ 
passable roads, while King Frost is reluctant­ 
ly yielding sway to and vanishing before the 
warmth of spring. 
Veritable quagmires stare 
us full hi the face, travel impassable with any 
degree of comfort, speed or dispatch out of 
the question, jaded horses and teams, a heavy 
wear and strain on vehicles, and a terrible 
trial of our patience, stand out in bold relief 
ia the picture of coming trials. 
Behind this, 
and immediately following, we just see the ap­ 
proach of repairing time, when the mould 
from the gutters is ploughed up and scraped 
on, and we have another season of trials. And 
with the roll of the seasons comes the recur­ 
rence of this—no change, no improvement. 
It would seem that at this time, when economy 
and retrenchment arc the popular demands of 
the hour, when every expenditure is closely 
scrutinized, that this inexorably concentrated 
wear of horse-llesh aud vehicles, and extra 
expense to all transportation, this subject 
would receive its share of consideration. 
Of 
course we cannot estimate the wear of horse­ 
flesh, etc., to a mathematical nicety, but that 
it is considerable there can be no question. A 
Boston paper says truthfully that ‘the heaviest 
part of our highway tax is no doubt that 
which is levied upon us by the destruction of 
horsc-llesh, the impeding of public travel, the 
wear of vehicles, and the increased cost of 
transportation over our poo?- roads. 
This is 
a tax which, without any assessor or collect­ 
or, is inexorably exacted from every barrel of 
flour, every bag of grain, every box of goods, 
and every person traveling our traveled roads; 
as it is levied indirectly, aud more than all, as 
we have always paid it, nobody thinks of it. 
But it is one of tho heaviest burdens restiug 
on the people of Massachusetts and New Eug- 
laud, borne by those who rank among the 
most thrifty and progressive people on earth, 
and who, nevertheless, in this every-day mat­ 
ter, are demonstrably more than two thousand 
years behind the world.’ 
And from the same 
source we have the gratifying intelligence that 
great attention lias been paid the last live 
years by the country towns of Massachusetts 
to the condition of their roads and that Maca­ 
damized or broken stone roads are becoming 
the rule rather than the exception. 
A portion 
of Connecticut—for instance, New Ilaven, 
Hartford, New Loudon, Bridgeport, Middle­ 
town and Meriden—has awakened to the sub­ 
ject, and after much experimenting have set­ 
tled down to Macadamized roads as the best 
and cheapest. 
Mayor Lewis, of New Haven, 
in his last annual message to the Common 
Council, says th at the people of New Haven 
have settled down to Macadamized roads as 
the best and cheapest. 
“ Those who have seen these beautiful road­ 
ways of broken stone have seen the evidence 
of confirmation of this statement of Mayor 
Lewis. 
In another part of his message he 
states that the cost is, by contract, $1.60 per 
square yard, but this, I suppose, does not in­ 
clude the cost of breaking, which is done by 
the city. 
The whole cosl, however, does not 
exceed $2 per square yard, 
This cost,though 
considerable, it would be easy to demonstrate 
is much less, on a much traveled thorough­ 
fare like Wcst-avcnae, than the annual saving 
in the expense of transportation, wear of 
teams and vehicles, etc. 
It is an established 
fact that a horse will draw from two to three 
times as heavy a load on a Macadamized road 
as on one of common earth; the strain would 
also be much le33 on both horse and vehicle. 
From this we can see the saving in freighting 
alone. 
Let any business man compute bis 
gain from being able to double or treble Ids 
load3, and then estimate the benefits to the 
community, and ho will bo surprised at the re­ 
sult. 
But the item of road repairs is scarce­ 
ly less important. 
Ireland, though ignorant, 
poor, and down trodden, fiuds it economical to 
use broken stone for its principal mail thor­ 
oughfares. 
By 
comparison 
between the 
town of Waltliam, in 1865, which had then 
Macadamized only its principal streets, and 
the adjoining town of Newtown, in the same 
year, which had not then Macadamized any, 
it appeared that for the seven years previous 
the cost of repairs and suow clearing in 
Waltham was $66 per mile, while in Newtown 
it was $176 per mile. 
The consequence is 
that Newtown has ever siuce been Macadam­ 
izing all its roads as a measure of economy 
no less than public improvement. 
What is 
true of Newtown and Waltham, is equally 
true with us. 
But this is looking at it from a 
pecuniary stand-point alone. 
The pleasures 
of traveling (and all pleasures nearly we have 
to pay for) is considerable of an item to be 
taken into consideration. 
Our town would 
thus be made attractive and inviting, and a 
healthy increase in our population and wealth 
be the corollary.” 


T ü o P a la c e of M on tezum a. 
The auftioat palace of Montezuma, iu the 
heart of the city of Mexico, where that unfor­ 
tunate manarch was seized and made captive 
by the treachery of the Spaniards under Cor­ 
tez, is described a3 having been a place of 
great magniflcence. 
It was full of sculptured 
arches, pillars, and beautiful fountains. 
On 
the consummation of the Spauish conquest, 
it was converted into the Roman Catholic con­ 
vent of San Francisco, aud became one of the 
most wealthy and powerful religious institu­ 
tions of the kind in the New World. 
Church and State have, until within the 
past few years, been always united in Mexico; 
bul a few years ago, under President Juarez, 
the Congress decreed a separation, and or­ 
dered the sale of all church property. 
The American Methodists bought the pal­ 
ace last year for mission purposes, for tho 
sum of $16,500, and, on last Christmas day, 
having cleaned up and repaired the building, 
it. was publicly dedicated to Protc3tant wor­ 
ship. 
The walls are five feet thick, and it is 
built iu the most strong and enduring man 
ner. 
Much of tho beautiful original sculptur­ 
ing still remains, and it could not now be re­ 
cut, it is said, for les3 than $100,000. 
The 
Methodists have room upon the premises for 
printing ollices, schools, parsonages, etc., and 
expect, one of these days, to make it the cen­ 
ter of a very extensive scene of educational 
operations.

Tins habit is Hot affected by the character 
of the news ; it may lie about a railroad col­ 
lision, the bursting of a hank or a locomo­ 
tive, tho eruption of a new volcano, or the 
death of some distinguistied m an Iii church or 
s ta te —whatever it Ik*, the listeners rise and 
lake a draught mixed aud imbibed with a 
view to appropriateness iii m atter and m an­ 
ner. 
We have no theory ourselves iii explana­ 
tion of tins phenom ena except it may be that 
intellectual exertion in the average drinker 
causes a sequestration of the saliva, 
If so, 
why, ot course, he c an ’t help it, as a philoso­ 
pher m ust use his brains ut any cost. 


P o o r P r a o s us! 
The position of poet laureate is certainly a 
very undesirable one. 
When anything occurs 
to the royal family, u royal consort dies or a 
prince or princess gets married, he must turn 
on the gusli as a grocer’s clerk turns the fau­ 
cet of the molasses hogshead. 
There was not 
any call, we believe, when that royal princess 
married Hie Marquis of Lome, at least we do 
not remember any jioeni on Hie subject. There 
was, however, something In that to prompt 
poetry of high order. 
Perhaps Tennyson for­ 
got it, but he could and should have had 
about half a dozen stanzas oil the plucky little 
•dam e’s refusal to take part in the Duke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh’s wedding, because she 
would not allow her husband to be mortified, 
court etiquette not allowing any but those of 
royal blood to participate in royal wedding 
dinners. 
There's some sentiment ami poetry 
a»K>ut such an act, but no mention of it 
is made in the “ Welcome" .to England's la­ 
test brace of pensioners. 
It needed something 
of the kind, for it is universally voted Copper­ 
ish, as vaidd a piece of namby-pamby ism as 
has been called by the name of poetry in a 
long while. 
But Tennyson couldn't help it. 
Pegasus makes the |>oorest of cart-horses. 


C rosby o n T em p e r a n cc. 
Dr. Howard Crosby has been stating the 
more moderate view of the temperance ques­ 
tion in his church in New York. 
Nothing lie 
said is new, nor illustrated in a.new way. Ile 
considers drunkenness a great sin and pro­ 
nounces every drunkard a criminal of Hie 
same general culpability us thieves and mur­ 
derers. 
He goes so far as to affirm that a 
man should be arrested and punished for 
drunkenness as such, leaving out of view the 
consideration of whether lie has or lias not in­ 
jured anybody else than himself directly. 
Now, without discussing the issue of whether 
the habit of intoxication is more of a sin than 
an intirmity, sup|>ose we indicate two or three 
points in which Dr. Crosby’s discourse shows 
a lack of reflection on his part. 
Thus, he 
says: “ The folly cf throwing uff the blame 
ujH>n the rumselier becomes evident, then, at 
once, and he takes a projver position as acces­ 
sory to Hie drunkard’s crime." Tim good 
Doctor Axes in this way the relation between 
the seller aud the consumer of liquor and 
makes the seller accessory merely; much as 
a maker of burglar’s tools might .be to the 
burglar himself. 
That the opposite view to 
this is the one taken by society in general 
needs no elucidation by us. 
Both are partly 
true and partly uutrue, as is the case with ex­ 
treme opinions on any subject. 
Drunkenness 
is not a crime, nor can it constitutionally be 
made a crime in this country. 
That it leads 
to crime is plain und tree enough; but until 
we feel coniimtciit to legislate upon all sorts of 
offences committed upon themselves person­ 
ally by men and to attach positive penalties 
to be imposed in our courts to ail infringe­ 
ments of 
the laws of life and 
health, 
we 
must 
find 
some 
other 
name 
for 
tho 
siu 
of 
which 
we 
sjieak. 
Singularly 
enough, 
however, 
we 
soon 
And the doctor, after extenuating tho offence 
>f the rumseller, talking in this way: “The 


Tunneller cannot bo treated with too mach 
severity and condemnation as a drunkard* 
maker. 
Ile is tho very chosen representative 
of Catlin on Earth. 
“ Ho should be held re­ 
sponsible fo r all the datnar/e caused by the 
drinking o f liquor." Surely, Dr. Crosby is a 
trifle mixed in ills way of looking at things. 
But these ideas of the preacher's are not those 
with which ive desire chiefly to deal to-day. 
The doctor’s platform on the total-abslLienee 
phase of the subject Interests us more. 
Per­ 
haps the easier way to get at the speaker’s 
position is to quote his words Iii reference to 
moderato drinking. 
On this he said: 
“How shall we classify Hie moderato drink­ 
er? 
Is lie equally in guilt with tho besotted 
wretch, past 
all redemption), 
as Hie 
ex­ 
tremists insist, or is lits the rational mode of 
dealing with this important question ? 
His 
example and those about and below him is 
insisted upon with great force and emphasis. 
But there are many crudo aud false notions 
offered. 
Example is a pattern which we fol­ 
low. 
If I exorcise, for example, with Hie 
dumb-bells or the health-lift for live minutes 
a day and am thereby strengthened, sorely a 
man who lifts for two hours an i thereby under­ 
mines his constitution is not following my ex­ 
ample. 
He d es not copy my pattern. 
There 
is a great deal of loose talk about example, 
which deceives many. You spend your money 
wisely, BOI you are uo example to a spend­ 
thrift who spends all his money foolishly. 
There is all tilt* difference possible; and so it 
is on the temperance question. 
The moder­ 
ate drinker is no example to tho drunkard, 
and the drunkard who claims it is dishonest, 
and you kuow him to be such. 
Another ac­ 
cusation brought against the moderate drink­ 
ers is that they soon become drunkards, hut 
this is no argument against tile proper taking 
of liquor as a beverage. There is not a thing 
on eartli that may not be abused, and for that 
we may take as an example social life; from 
step to step its abuse leads to the grossest 
depths of licentiousness." 
Hie looseness of this logic, and its unfortu­ 
nate tendency, need hardly he pointed out. If 
it fails to add to the army of moderate drink­ 
ers aud ultimate drunkards, for once proper 
cause will have missed its natural re. ult.

If we had some explanatory letter from hla 
fragrant majesty, King Coflee, or Kotleo, or 
Koffl, or Gaughpliy, as to how to spell h¡3 
name it would help on the science of harmony. 
That Bald Mountain volcanic rey i val shows 
how many fools and pharisees are left in the 
region round about North Carolina. The 
mountain trembles and the illegal whiskey 
distillers inquire what they shall do to be 
saved; it will settle into quiet and they again 
trouble the revenue officers. 
Eulogies on Mr. Sutnnerare preparing every­ 
where. Not less than twenty will be delivered 
iu Congress and hundreds elsewhere—all of 
which we endorse beforehand. One thing, 
though, now we think of it; members need 
not save their manuscripts after their oral 
delivery wjth an idea of their being wanted lor 
use in the case of anybody else in the present 
generation. 
It is about time for pópular science lectures 
to be withdrawn for a few years; they are 
getting too frequent and too foolish. As every 
thing has its comic side, the harlequins of 
astronomy and sociology will soon be perform­ 
ing on the stage under the protection of the 
learned societies. Let us stop with Prootor 
and Ilawkin3 and give the lecturers a chance 
to go and discover a fact or trvo. 
The London Morning Post says it is proba-, 
ble that General Sir Garnet Wolseley will-be 
rewarded with the rank of ¡\ major-general and 
a pension of $7,500 per annum for two lives. 
Which will be kind of the British government; 
but wouldn’t it be a good idea to first grant 
Sir Garnet a duplex vitality before expecting 
bim to accept so odd a gift? For ourselves 
we would rather have $1,500 per annum for 
one life. 


rumieller cannot be treated with too much 
severity and condemnation as a drunkard* 
maker. lie is the very chosen representative 
or Satan on Earth. “Ho should be held re­ 
sponsible/or all the damage caused by the 
drinking of liguor." Surely, Dr. Crosby is a 
trifle mixed in Jiis way of looking at things. 
But these ideas of the preacher’s are not those 
with which we desire chiefly to deal to-day. 
The doctor’s platform on the total-abstinence 
phase ol the subject interests us more. 
Per­ 
haps the easier way to get at the speaker’s 
position is to quote his words in reference to 
moderate drinking. On this he said: 
How 3hall we classify the moderate driuk- 
Is he equally in guilt with the besotted 
wretch, past all redemption!, as the ex­ 
tremists insist, or is his the rational mode of 
dealing with this important questiou ? His 
example and those about and below him is 
insisted upon with great force and emphasis. 
But there are many crude aud false notions 
oflered. Example is a pattern which we fol­ 
low. If I exercise, for example, with the 
dumb-bells or the health-lift for five minutes 
a clay and am thereby strengthened, surely a 
man who lifts for two hours and thereby under­ 
mines his constitution is not following my ex­ 
ample. lie does not copy my pattern. There 
is a great deal of loose talk about example, 
which deceives many. You spend your money 
wisely, bifl. you are no example to a spend­ 
thrift who spends all his money foolishly. 
There ¡3 all thh dillerence possible; and so it 
is on the temperance question. The moder­ 
ate drinker is no example to the drunkard, 
and the drunkard who claims it is dishonest, 
and you know him to be such. Another ac­ 
cusation brought against the moderate drink­ 
ers is that they soon become drunkards, but 
this is no argument against the proper taking 
of liquor as a beverage. There is not a thing 
on earth that may not be abused, aud for that 
we may take as an example social life; from 
step to step its abuse leads to the grossest 
depths of licentiousness.” 
The looseness of this logic, and its unfortu­ 
nate tendency, need hardly be pointed out. If 
it fails to add to the army of moderate drink­ 
ers and ultimate drunkards, for once proper 
cause will have missed its natural reiult. 


The council of Congregational churches 
called to consider the Plymouth Church delin 
quency meets in Brooklyn to-day. Mr. Beech­ 
er and his people maintain an uninterested 
attitude, but will assemble at home and hold 
theinselve3 open to receive all proper commu­ 
nications. If nothing beyond a question of 
polity or usage were involved, a good under­ 
standing might be arrived at; but the real is­ 
sue is personal, we guess. 
Charles Orton may have told what he as 
sorts to be “the whole truth” about the impo­ 
sition which Ills brother Arthur attempted to 
practice in the character of Sir Roger Tich 
borne, but his veracity comes too late to help 
his reputation to any great extent. By hi 
own confession lie li d and intrigued for 
Arthur until the “remittances ceased’’ and 
then he put himself in communication with 
the other side. 
He may have helped the 
cause of justice, and so has many another 
scoundrel. 
A correspondent of tlie Tribune calls for r 
leader in the House of Representatives. Mr 
Dawes comes nearest to the requirements, but 
he will probably soon be in the other branch 
of Congress. Even lie, however, does not till 
the bill. A leader is as much wanted iu 
legislative body as a foreman in a mill or 
superintendent on a railroad. It needs some 
body who will take hold of business and push 
it ahead and get it done. For lack of this the 
House is really doing no business at all, and 
is especially derelict in the line in which busi 
ness should be most promptly and vigorously 
pushed. While the whole commercial world 
is in urgent need of something positive aiid 
certain in financial legislation, the House 
simply dawdles and trifles. It lias literally 
done nothing in four months, and it is mainly 
for lack of a leader that such an unsatisfac 
lory record is presented. 
What is the natural connection between 
news and brandy-and-watcr ? Why can 
men, grouped in a bar-room, receive the in 
telligenco of an event without feeling it noce: 
sary tobo asked to drink on the strength < 
it ? This habit is not affected by the character 
of the news ; it may be about a railroad cul 
lision, the bursting ol a bank or a locomo 
live, the eruption of a new volcano, or th 
death of some distingulsued man in church or 
state—whatever it be, the listeners rise and 
take a draught mixed and imbibed with 
view to appropriateness in matter and man 
ner. We have no theory ourselves in explan 
tion of this phenomena except it may be that 
intellectual exertion in the average drinker 
causes a sequestration of the saliva. 
If 
why, ol course, he can’t help it, as a phiioso 
pher must use his brains at any cost.

I’oor Pegasus! 
The position of poet laureate ¡3 certainly a 
very undesirable one. When anything occurs 
to the royal family, a royal consort dies or a 
prince or princess gets married, he must turn 
on the gush as a grocer's clerk turns the fau­ 
cet of the molasses hogshead. There was not 
any call, we believe, when that royal princess 
married the Marquis of Lorne, at least we do 
not remember any poem on the subject. There 
was, however, something in that to prompt 
poetry of high order. Perhaps Tennyson for­ 
got it, but he could and should have had 
about half a dozen stanzas on the plucky li'.tle 
• dame’s refusal to take part in the Duke and 
Duchess of Edinburgh’s wedding, because she 
would not allow her husband to be mortified, 
court etiquette not allowing any but those of 
royal blood to participate in royal wedding 
dinners. There’s some sentiment and poetry 
about such an act, but no mention of it 
is made in the “Welcome” ,to England’s la­ 
test brace of pensioners. It needed something 
of Llie kind, for it is universally voted Fupper- 
ish, as vapid a piece of namby-pambyism as 
has been called by the name of poetry in a 
long while. But Tennyson couldn't help it. 
Pegasus makes the poorest of cart-horses. 


Crosby m i Temperance* 
Dr. Howard Crosby has been stating the 
more moderate view of the temperance ques­ 
tion in his church in New York. Nothing lie 
said is new, nor illustrated in a.new way. lie 
considers drunkenness a great sin anil pro­ 
nounces every drunkard a criminal of the 
same general culpability as thieves and mur­ 
derers. He goes so far as to affirm that a 
man should be arrested and punished for 
drunkenness as such, leaving out of view the 
consideration of whether lie has or lias not in­ 
jured anybody else than himself directly. 
Now, without discussing the issue of whether 
the habit of intoxication is more of a sin than 
an infirmity, suppose wc indicate two or three 
points in which Dr. Crosby’s discourse shows 
a lack of reflection on his part. 
Thus, lie 
says: “ The lolly of throwing all llie blame 
upon the rumseller becomes evident, then, at 
once, and he takes a proper position as acces­ 
sory to the drunkard’s crime.” The good 
Doctor lixe3 in this way the relation between 
the seller and the consumer of liquor and 
makes the seller accessory merely; muchas 
a maker of burglar’s tools might,be to the 
burglar himself. That the opposite view to 
this is the one taken by society iu general 
needs no elucidation by us. Both are partly 
true and partly untrue, as is the case with ex­ 
treme opinions on any subject. Drunkenness 
is not a crime, nor can it constitutionally be 
made a crime in this country. That it leads 
to crime is plain and true enough; but until 
we feel competent to legislate upon all sorts of 
ofiences committed upon themselves person­ 
ally by men and to attach positive penalties 
to be imposed in our 
courts to all infringe­ 
ments of 
the laws of life and health, 
we 
must 
find 
some 
other 
name 
for 
the 
sin of 
which 
we 
speak. 
Singularly enough,

and in want of money, presented some of his 
pictures at the Ecole des Beau Arts,and asked 
40,000 francs for them. M. Bastard, the di 
rector, replied that the resources at his com 
mand did not permit him to make a purchase 
of that importance, but that if M. Waldeck 
consented, he would obtain for him an atinn 
al aliowqnce of 2,000 francs. The paiuter liaf 
therefore, received during forty-eight year 
total sum of 9G,000 francs. The old gentle 
man is in excellent health. 
—There is a bitter religions strife going on 
n the Chclm district of Poland. The Russian 
government has ordered the extirpation of Ro 
mish rites, churches and priests in that dis 
trict, aud the substitution for them of the 
practices of the Greek Church. The result 
has been riot and carnage in many places, 
men and women shot down and routed, and a 
spirit of the utmost bitterness among the 
peasantry. The miserable creatures refuse to 
allow their dead to be buried according to the 
Russian rite, and prefer to inter them without 
ceremony.

Washington, March 23. 
In presenting the petition of the New York 
Cotton Exchange against an increase of cur­ 
rency and for a speedy return to specie pay­ 
ment Mr. CONKLING said ho had been to 
New York state and the sense of all parties 
was that whatever Congress did on the finan­ 
ces should be done at once. The spring busi­ 
ness has halted and a great extent is para­ 
lyzed owing to the uucertaintyUelt. Congress 
owed to itself and to the country to decide 
on something at once and no longer keep the 
business of the country hanging between 
Heaven aud earth. He would stand by Sher­ 
man, who had charge of the bill, in any effort 
to reach a vote. 
Mr. LOGAN said all this delay was brought 
about by the coutractionists. He produced a 
number of railroad tickets and butcher’s cer­ 
tificates, etc., which he said circulated a3 
money in his section. 
The CHaIR said this debate' was ail out of 
order. 
Mr. SHERMAN, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported a bill to provide for the re­ 
demption and reissue of United States notes 
and free banking, and announced that he 
ould move it3 substitution to-morrow for the 
pending financial bill; also, as ati additional 
section the following: 
S ection G. That nothing in this act shall be 
construed to authorize any increase in the 
public debt of the United States. 
Mr. SHERMAN said tlie bill was a compro­ 
mise measure aud was the result of great la­ 
bor on the part of the committee. Some of 
its features were not approved of by all the 
members of the committee and he himself had 
given his adhesion to some of tlie provisions 
with reluctance. To-morrow ho would ex­ 
plain its provisions at length. 
Mr. SHERMAN presented a preamble and 
resolutions of the Importers’ and Grocers’ 
Board of Trade of New York city, remonstra­ 
ting against any increase in the volume of 
paper currency and favoring an early resump­ 
tion of specie payment. Referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Finance. 
Mr. MORTON spoke at length upon the 
«ompromi3e bill, occasionally interrupted by 
Schurz, some sharp aud pointed personal dis­ 
cussion between the two occuring. 
Mr. CONKLING again took the floor and 
said he had been sitting liere and heard tlie 
action of th# present and former Secretary of 
the Treasury commented on in issuing the re 
serve until he felt his silence no longer would 
be a neglect of duty. He read from the de­ 
bates of 18G8, when the bilf to retire the $14,- 
000,000 was discussed, and said the Senate re­ 
fused to incorporate an express provision that 
no part of the money should be issued again 
The Secretary was not to blame in construing 
the law to enable him to issue that reserve in 
case of emergency. 
Ho thought nothing 
short of the provision which the Senate re­ 
fused to engraft upon the hill would close the 
door upou tlie issue of the $41,000,000 re­ 
serve. The charge that the Secretary lmd 
been guillty of usurpation of authority was 
unjust and unwarranted, especially in a body 
which had refused to incorporate the amend­ 
ment which would have prevented any issue 
of the reserve. 
After further discussion the Senate at. 5:30 
adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. DAWES moved to suspend the rules 
and discharge the Committee of the Whole 
from the $400,000,000 bill in order to have it 
considered in the Uou3e now. 
Mr. MAYNARD opposed the motion, sub­ 
mitting that the question was involved in the 
general bill reported from tlie Committee on 
Banking and Currency. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts, asked 
Dawes whether ho would admit amendments. 
Mr. DAWES replied that he was instructed 
by the Committee on Ways and Means to ad- 
. mit amendments that would redace the sum 
below, but not to admit amendments that 
would increase it above $100,000. 
Mr. COX of New York asked Dawes what 
lie intended to do with tlie reserve already 
out. 
Mr. DAWES replied that an amendment 
which he proposed to offer was that hereafter 
the total amount of United States circulation 
at any one time shall not exceed $350,000,000 
and directing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
withdraw from circulation and cancel what­ 
ever amount of such notes as is now in circu­ 
lation beyond that sum as soon as can be 
done consistently with the exigencies of the 
Treasury. 
The motion to suspend tlie rules was sec­ 
onded by a majority. The rules were then sus­ 
pended—153 to 34. 
Mr. E. II. ROBERTS offered a:i amendment 
providing that the total amount of legal ton- 
der notes issued or to be issned shall be and 
shall never exceed $382,000,000. 
Mr. DAWES oflered the amendment al­ 
ready indicated by him and moved the previ­ 
ous question. 
After various attempts to speak out of or­ 
der the previous question was seconded, 122 
to 70, and the House proceeded to vote by 
yeas and nays on the adoption of Dawes’ 
amendment as an amendment to Roberts’ 
amendment, the Speaker explaining that it 
would require still another vote to incorpo­ 
rate it in the bill.

1 remember with gratitude an event iu my 
little sanctum in June of 1858, when we were 
iu the midst of the great light against Mr. 
Buchanan's administration on the Lecotnplon 
question. It was a dark hour. I had, much 
against my will, floated into conflict with my 
parly by adhering to the pledges in regard to 
Kausas made in 185G by the Democratic can­ 
didate for President. 1 made every etlort for 
peace. I solicited toleration for an honest 
diflerencc of opinion. It was p ’remptorily re­ 
fused. The party decree had gone forth. We 
must consent to deny the pledges made by 
Mr. Buchanan, and consent to the policy of 
forcing slavery into the new territory, or to 
stand 
excommunicated. 
Instantly 
the 
whole government power was organized 
against us. 
Everybody who sympathized 
'with us in office was removed. Douglas was 
degraded from tlie chairmanship of the Cohi- 
niittec on Territories. All social intercourse 
between the rebels and the administration- 
ceased. The Press, as their organ, was the 
target of merciless abuzo. Our subscribers 
dropped oil like leaves in October. It was no 
uncommon thing lor us to get bundles and 
baskets of returned papers through the sub­ 
servient post offices. My heart sunk under 
the pressure, for I had begun my paper with 
fine prospects,yet without funds; but we were 
right, and that carried us all through, l’oor 
Broderick was killed a little more than a year 
after, only for standing with ns in that terri­ 
ble trial, and many other brave fellows went 
into private life, because they would not sur­ 
render to the parly tyrants. 
My editorial room was then a very small af 
fair, on Chestnut street, near Fourth. Phila­ 
delphia; aud one evening in June, 1858, as i 
sat in my “ den” alone, thinking over the cost 
of my independence, and marveling how I 
should get out of my troubles, 1 heard 
cheerful voice asking for the editor. “ I want 
to see him. I want to lake his paper." I 
walked forward, and found a very handsom 
man, who greeted me with a hearty shake of 
the hand. “ And yon are John W. Forney? 
You are a youngster for this light. It 
big contract, my son. But I have come to 
help you. They are after you, my friend. I 
know it! I am a Democrat, like you; but I 
won't stand this persecution. We agreed to 
fair play in Kansas, and now we are to be 
read out of the parly because we stand by that 
agreement.” While saying words like "thest 
he was writing out a check, which lie handed 
tome. It was for two hundred and fifty do! 
lars. I was startled, and did not hesitate to 
show my astonishment. 
“To whom shall 1 
send the paper ?” “Never mind; send it lo 
me.” “And who aro you, my good, kind 
benefactor?” “lam Charles F. Wells, Jr., of 
Athens, Bradford county, Pennsylvania, and 
when I get home I will w rite to you.” I have 
his letter before me now. I w anted him to 
send tlie names of the persons he wished to 
receive the papers. These are his words :— 
“ I have not had tune to get up a fist, but I 
will do so, or have it done. Any order com­ 
ing lo you with my signature you will honor 
by sending the paper. God speed you in your 
noble work of sustaining right against might 
Stand firm to the last and all will be well with 
you. The administration lias few more friends 
to lose while you arc making them by tlie 
10,000. 
C. F. Wells, Jn.” 
He never sent me the promised list and I 
think I never saw him but once afterward 
Tlie paper still goes in his name. A few years 
ago my friend died at Athens, universally hon 
ored and beloved, lie did good without noise 
and the voluntary and graceful benefaction I 
now reveal for the first time may be quoted as 
characteristic of his nature. Not only in jus­ 
tice to his memory, but as showing how history 
repeats it, I print it now, in the face of another 
conflict, with blind and arrogant official pow­ 
er; and to prove also that if an independent 
journalist will “ sustain right against might. 
and stand linn to the last all wilt be well with 
him.” 
—Au instance of very ingenious engineer­ 
ing is reported in a foreign paper. Burin 
the construction of the bridge at Kullcnberg 
Holland, ono of tlie principal traverses, some 
1G3 feel in length, was placed about ono inch 
ioo far on the piles. At that locality the dif­ 
ference between the temperature by day and 
night was 25° Fahrenheit. In'the morning 
the too far advanced end of the traverse was 
securely bolted down, when during the day 
the heat of the sun expanded the metal so 
that the free extremity advanced 1,985 of an 
inch. Then at night tlie latter end was fas­ 
tened,and the contraction caused a like move- 
cnl of the.opposite free extremity. This'ope- 
ration, twice repeated, brought the traverso 
into its proper position.

Rev* W . H . M tlckto o n D an cin g * 
We doubt if there was ever such an assem­ 
blage of people gathered together to hear a 
sermon in this city as crowded the Second M 
E. Church Sunday night to bear the Rev. W, 
II. Mickle deliver u discourse on dancing. 
The notice in The Freeman created so much 
interest, or maybe curiosity, that nearly an 
bour before tho time of service East Front 
street was hued with the good folks, the church 
members, the yoifng, the old, those who dance 
and those who do not dance. 
The church was 
so crammed that even the space within the 
altar, and tho pulpit itself, was filled with 
people. 
Though the church was quite well 
ventilated the air soon became a rank poison, 
and this, combined with tho oppressive heat 
and a long sermon, made tho face of many a 
woman pale aud ono man actually fainted 
away and had to bo carried into the open air. 
After prayer, aud singing by tho choir, which 
though perhaps not skilled iu music as sotho 
of tho choirs iu the upper part of tho city, 
made up in earnestness and volume that which 
it lacked In cultivation, the pastor arose and 
announced a3 his text Jeremiah XXXI, 13 
"T hen shall tho virgins rejoice in tho dance, 
both young ineu and old together; for I will 
turn their mourning luto Joy, and will comfort 
them, and make them rejoice from their sor 
row.” Said the speaker, dancing Is about as 
old as tho world itself, for in all history, both 
sacred and profane,prior to the time or Christ, 
something can be read ubout daucing. 
With 
tho aucicut Greeks it was the custom to 
assemble in their temples and giro tribute to 
God by dancing. 
Homer writes of It as a so­ 
cial performance, while Aristotle speaks of it 
as that of the stage. 
The Spartans educated 
their children, oven at tho tender ago of five 
years, to dance. 
In Sparta the national Idea 
was to give physical development; that the 
man who could fight the best battle In gladi­ 
atorial combat was the man most likely to 
succeed In the official places of the nation. 
In past days we find a similar Idea port ad in 
even In our own nation; for at husking-bces 
the most skillful and powerful wrestler was 
accounted the hero, whilo at the quilting-l>ccs 
in olden tiuies the man who could clean out' 
the house was tho great man of the day. 
England’s idea Is in tier aristocracy, while in 
France tho ideal man is tho one who can shine 
most in the lighter accomplishments; whilo 
at home in modern parlance the great idea is 
to got money, to trip tho light fantastic too 
with grace, and to bo refined and genteel in 
society. 
There is, however, one difference be­ 
tween ancient aud modern dancing: in an­ 
cient limes tho sexes were never commingled 
in dancing. 
When the men danced they 
danced aloue, for It was considered disgrace­ 
ful to the women to commingle with tho other 
sex in dancing. 
Does the text say the virgins 
and the men shall rejoice in tho dance ? Mark 
tho language of tho text: "T hen shall the 
virgins rejoice in inc dance, both young men 
and old together," aud this Is the dearest ex­ 
pression that has a semblance to tho com­ 
mingling of the sexes that can be found in 
Scripture. 
In those days dancing was a man­ 
ner of showing religious Joy, and was used 
a3 a religious ceremony. 
In the present age 
we cannot make a religious affair of dancing, 
for it would shock all the Christian people In 
the land. 
Thoro can be no harmony between 
" praise God from whom all blessings flow ” 
un J "trip p in g tho fight fantastic toe.” In 
ancient limes there was always an object in 
♦lancing. 
When Moses sang and the women 
danced, it was because they had just been de­ 
livered from their oppressors; tho Red Sea 
was strewn with tho carcasses of their ene­ 
mies. 
God had done a great work, and is it 
a wonder tboy praised God even in dances ? 
When 
David 
danced 
before 
tho 
Lord 
it 
was 
because 
of 
gladness 
that 
Ho 
had 
brought 
the 
Ark 
of 
God 
into 
the 
city 
of 
David. 
Examine 
the 
text: 
"Then 
shall the virgins 
re­ 
joice in the dance.” 
Wa* there an 
object ? 
and what was It? 
" For tho Lord hath re­ 
deemed Jacob, and ransomed him from the 
Lauds of /Am that iraI stronger than he.

Israel 
was to be restored; 
Jerusalem with Us wall aud towers and bul­ 
warks was again to be balli. 
The national 
disgrace was to be wiped out, aud tho whole 
text Is the emblem of the feeling of tho Jewish 
people. 
Is there any analogy betwceu religion and 
modern dancing? 
“ I will tarn mourning in­ 
to joy.” 
Is there any analogy betwoeu this 
and The present dance* ? 
Ah, how many of 
you have gone homo after spending the great­ 
er portion of the night in dancing, and wet 
your pillow with tears of vexation because you 
have been unable to make the impression you 
wished. 
One of the modern argum ents in 
favor of dancing is that it is a " pleasant 
entertainm ent.” 
Well, all things that ars 
pleasant should not bo indulged in; there are 
many tilings to the depraved a p a tite that arc 
pleasant, ami yet it woald not be right to in­ 
dulge In them. 
Then #onu> say it is done to 
make people graceful. 
Is this the ouly way 
to teach agility and grace ? 
It requires vital­ 
ity to move with genuine grace. 
You want 
physical force—you want it in th# body, and 
it must be gathered oat of doors In the opeu 
air, lu God’s own sunlight, aud wheu by ex­ 
ercise you bavo the vitality lu your system you 
will Ire graceful 
Others argue that it is 
a truo idea of tho American citizen, "W h at­ 
ever is popular we will do.” If it kills us we 
will do it. 
We should not dance, first, be­ 
cause it is not healthful. 
Dancing is done 
not in the day time, but in the uight lime,’ 
when tho body needs rest. 
The American 
people arc injuring themselves incalculably 
by living like owls, instead of living like men, 
living in direct violation of the laws of health. 
Another reuson of Its unhealthful*a is the 
peculiar stylo of dress. 
There ie a wild ex­ 
citement, and intoxication in dancing, the 
lungs require free play, aud the body should 
not bo fettered by tho dross. 
Many and many 
a young girl goes down to the grave with the 
hectic flush on ber cheek, becanse of this un­ 
due exercise while the body ie hampered und 
the lungs co m p ren d . 
Can it be healthful for 
woman to dauco wheu she ie laced up so as 
to look liko tho wasps that flit from window 
to window ? 
Second, tho result U bad In morals. 
What 
has been the effect in this city ? 
Has it ele­ 
vated our young men and womeu in intellect? 
Has its result been a good one? 
Can yon 
show that It bas in any manner made those 
better who have engaged in the amusement? 
You cannot show this. 
Tiro result has not 
been a good one, but has been a bad ono in 
morals. 
Persons who ars members of the 
church frequent the honsa of God less. 
The 
excitement of the dance is a stronger passion 
than prayer.

Mr. E ditor:—I notice in Tho Daily Free­ 
man's columns to-day that an explanation is 
called for from the Commissioners of the Alms 
House. 
H ie Commissioners in every case of 
selling liquor without license that has come to 
their knowledge, with the evidence to convict, 
have prosecuted the offenders, and if (as stat­ 
ed) there are now forty unlicensed places 
where liquor is sold, upon information by 
which any or all of these forty can bo desig­ 
nated and evidence sufficient to convict or to 
justify Hic commencement of proceedings be 
obtained, the Commissioners will act prompt­ 
ly without fear or favor. 
They accordingly 
request that any citizen or any member of tile 
Common Council or other officer in possession 
of this desired information communicate tho 
same to the Commissioners or to any one of 
them. 
There is also another statute being violated 
by the sale of spirituous or malt liquors on 
the Sabbath, and it is held by some to bo tho 
exclusive duty of the Commissioners to prose 
cute those violators. 
The Commissioners, 
however, are not advised that it is cot as much 
the duty of any citizen or their duty as cit! 
zeus lo do so. 
This question., has been sub­ 
mitted to the Corporation Counsel for his opin 
ion and is now lining examined. 
I am gratified to see that tho Common 
Council have thus far taken action iu this mal- 
t r of excise, and they can, and I trust they 
will, pass such ordinances and so instruct the 
police and other city officers as will practical­ 
ly ald those who may be charged with the en­ 
forcement of this law.

R ay. W. H i Hloklo on Dancing1, 
We doubt if there was ever such an assem­ 
blage of people gathered together to hear a 
sermon in this city as crowded the Second M. 
E. Church Sunday night to bear the Rev. W. 
II. Mickle deliver u discqurso on dancing. 
The notice in The Freeman created so much 
interest, or maybe curiosity, that nearly an 
hour before the time of service East Front 
street was liued with tbe good folks, the church 
members, the yotfng, the old, those who dance 
and those who do not dance. 
The church was 
so crammed that even the space within the 
altar, aud the pulpit itself, was filled with 
people. 
Though the church was quite well 
entilated the air soon became a rank poison, 
and this, combined with tlio oppressive heat 
and a long sermon, made tho face of many a 
woman pale and ono man actually fainted 
away and had to bo carried into the open air. 
After prayer, and singing by the choir, which 
though perhaps not skilled lu music as some 
of the choir3 iu the upper part of the city, 
made up in earnestness and volumo that which 
it lacked in cultivation, tho pastor arose and 
announced as his text Jeremiah XXXI, 13— 
‘Then shall tho virgius rcjoico in the dance, 
both young meu aud old together; for I will 
turn their mouruiug luto Joy, and will comfort 
them, and make them rejoice from their sor­ 
row.” Said the spoakcr, daucing Is about as 
old as tho world itself, for in all history, both 
sacred and profane,prior to the time of Christ, 
something can be read about dancing. 
With 
tho ancieut Greeks it was the custom to 
assemble in their temples and give tribute to 
God by dancing. 
Homer writes of it as a so­ 
cial performance, while Aristotle speaks of it 
as that of the stage. 
Tho Spartans educated 
their children, oven at tho tender ago of five 
years, to dance. 
In Sparta the national idea 
was to give physical development; that the 
man who could fight the best battle in gladi­ 
atorial combat was the mau most likely to 
succeed in the official places of the nation. 
In past days wo find a similar idea pervading 
even in our own nation; for at husking-bees 
the most skillful and powerful wrestler was 
accounted the hero, while at the quilting-becs 
in oldeu time3 the man who could clean oat' 
the house was tho groat man of the day. 
Eugland’s idea is in her aristocracy, while iu 
France tho ideal man is tho ono who can shine 
most in the lighter accomplishments; while 
at home in modern parlance the great idea is 
to get money, to trip the light fantastic too 
with grace, and to bo refined and genteel in 
society. 
Thero is, however, one difference be­ 
tween ancient aud modern daucing: in an­ 
cient times tho sexes were never commingled 
in dancing. 
When the men danced they 
danced alone, for it was considered disgrace­ 
ful to the women to commingle with the other 
sex in dancing. 
Does ihe text say the virgins 
and the men shall rejoice in tho dance ? Mark 
the language of tho text: “ Then shall the 
virgius rejoice in tlio dance, both young men 
and old together,” aud this is the dearest ex­ 
pression that has a semblance to tho com­ 
mingling of the sexes that can ba found in 
Scripture. 
In tboso days dancing was a man­ 
ner of showing religious joy, and was used 
as a religious ceremony. 
In the present age 
we cannot make a religious afiair of dancing, 
for it would shock all the Christian people in 
tho land. 
Thoro can be no harmony between 
“ praise God from whom all blessings flow ” 
and “ tripping tlio light fantastic toe.” In 
ancient times thero was always an object in 
dancing. 
When Moses sang and the women 
danced, it was because they had just been de­ 
livered from their oppressors; tho Red Sea 
was strewn with tho carcasses of their ene­ 
mies. 
God had done a great work, and is it 
a wonder they praised God even in dances ?

to window ? 
Second, tho result Is bad iu morals. 
What 
has been the effect in thi3 city ? Has it ele­ 
vated our young raea and women in intellect ? 
Haa its result been a good one? 
Can you 
show that it has in any manner made those 
better who have engaged In tho arausemeut? 
You cannot show this. 
Tho result has not 
been a good one, but has boon a bad ono in 
morals. 
Persons who are membors of the 
church frequent tho house 0! God less. 
The 
excitement of the dance ¡3 a stronger passion 
than prayer. 
Yroung men have been ruined 
by taking this, the first step in a downward 
career. 
It is incompatible with a high re­ 
ligious state. 
There may be somothing com­ 
patible with anim al life, but not with spirit­ 
ual life. 
My Gbristian friends, do you ever 
feel like praying iu a balb-room? 
Was Fan­ 
ning's dancing class ever opened with prayer? 
Is thero Ii single instance of a soul being con 
verted in the ball-room ? If you dance from 
joy in some great work that God has done, 
there would be no harm In it. 
When God does 
a great work in temperance in tbis place, 
when tho fallen man is lifted from the gutter, 
when tho shop3 where poison is retailed are 
closed and when society is purified by tbis 
great work,if you feel like danciug for very joy, 
dance I there will be no harm in It. 
We do 
not believe in modern dancing because it 
does not build up tbe church, and any church 
that allows it necessarily lose3 caste In society.

OUR FREE PARLIAMENT. 


T h e A lm s Com m issioners. 
R ondout, March 23, 1874. . 
Mr. E d ito r :—I notice in The Daily Free­ 
man’s columns to-day that an explanation is 
called for from the Commissioners of the Alms 
House. The Commissioners in every case of 
selling liquor without license that has come to 
their knowledge, with the evidence to convict, 
have prosecuted the oflenders, and if (as stat­ 
ed) there are now forty unlicensed places 
where liquor is sold, upon information by 
which any or all of these forly can be desig­ 
nated and evidence sufficient to convict or to 
justify the commencement of proceedings be 
obtained, the Commissioners will act prompt­ 
ly without fear or favor. 
They accordingly 
request that any citizen or any member of the 
Common Council or other officer in possession 
of tbis desired information communicate the 
same to the Commissioners or to any one of 
them. 
There is also another statute being violated 
by the sale of spirituous or malt liquors on 
tlio Sabbath, and it is held by some to bo tho 
exclusive duty oí the Commissioners to prose­ 
cute those violators. 
The Commissioners, 
however, are not advised that it is cot as much 
the duty of any citizen or their duty as citi­ 
zens to do so. 
This question, has been sub­ 
mitted to the Corporation Counsel for his opin­ 
ion and is now being examined. 
I am gratified to see that the Common 
Council have thus far taken action in this mat- 
t -r of excise, and they can, and I trust they 
will, pass such ordinances and so instruct the 
police and other city officers as will practical­ 
ly aid those who may be charged with tho en­ 
forcement of this law.
